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Chief  of  Police  Romeo  Borgatti 


Proposed  Route  57  Plan 
Hits  Roadblock 


The  crucial  plan  to  con¬ 
struct  a  12.5  million  dollar 
bypass  for  Route  57  to 
relieve  traffic  tension  a  mile 
south  of  the  existing  highway 
has  recently  hit  a  major 
roadblock  from  the  Lower 
Pioneer  Valley  Regional 
Planning  Commission  and 
its  Joint  Transportation 
Committee,  with  their  of¬ 
ficials  favoring  the 
upgrading  of  the  present 
highway  rather  than  con¬ 
structing  the  bypass. 

Supporting  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  bypass  is 
State  Representative  Ed¬ 
ward  Connelly,  R-Agawam. 
who  unlike  the  Joint  Tran¬ 
sportation  Committee, 
favors  the  construction  of  the 
new  bypass. 

Connelly  recently  met  with 
state  Planning  Director 
Francis  Keefe,  hoping  to 
convince  him  as  well  as 
other  state  officials  that  the 
bypass  is  needed,  as  well  as 
meets  the  governor’s 
commitment  to  revitalize 
urban  areas.  Keefe’s  main 
task  in  the  Dukakis  ad¬ 
ministration  is  heading  the 
department  of  such  matters 
pertaining  to  construction 
and  conservation  of  the  area 
as  building  is  taking  place. 

“One  of  our  main  concerns 
at  the  present  time  is  the 
problem  of  the  Leonard  Pond 
area.”  Connelly  told  the 
Advertiser/News  last 
Thursday.  Protection  of 
Leonard  Pond  would  mean 
the  taking  of  four  houses, 
while  to  let  the  houses 
remain  would  mean  the 
destruction  of  Leonard  Pond. 

Keefe’s  decision  will 
determine  the  construction 
of  the  bypass  or  the 
revitalization  ol  the  present 
highway,  along  with 
determining  whether  state 
and  federal  approval  will  be

given. 

Connelly  said  Keefe 
showed  concern  over  the 
traffic  problem  created  by 
inadequate  transportation 
for  people  living  in  South- 
wick  and  Connecticut,  with 
Routes  91,  391,  and  75 
presently  ending  in  Agawam 
for  people  returning  home 
from  work  each  day, 
creating  a  serious  traffic 
problem  in  the  town.  The 
present  highway  ends  in  the 
middle  of  Agawam,  causing 
traffic  problems  in  the 
center  of  Feeding  Hills, 
where  the  road  becomes 
considerably  narrower, 
unable  to  provide  adequate 
space  for  cars  coming  from 
the  highway.  Connelly  also 
indicated  his  meeting  with 
Keefe  was  “extremely 
important”. 

Connelly  has  presently 
requested  that  Keefe  reply  in 
writing  his  views  on  the 
project  and  proposed 
bypass.  Keefe  will  influence 
the  final  decision  of  either /or 
for  the  bypass  of  upgrading 
of  the  present  highway. 
Another  supporter  of  the 
bypass  is  Secretary  of 
Transportation  Fred 
Salvucci,  who  indicated  his 
support  of  the  proposed 
project  to  Governor  Michael 
Dukakis  and  to  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Works. 

“We’re  expecting  a  reply 
from  Mr.  Keefe  in  30  to  60 
days,”  Connelly  replied 
concerning  the  approval  or 
rejection  of  the  4.5  mile 
bypass. 

Once  Mr.  Keefe’s  decision 
is  made,  further  Town 
Meetings  concerning  the 
construction  of  the  bypass  or 
the  upgrading  of  the  present 
highway  will  be  scheduled 
for  public  participation. 

The  only  setback  that  can 


be  fores'een  at  the  present 
time  would  have  to  be  if  state 
and  federal  officials  decide 
to  warrant  a  full  en¬ 
vironmental  study  of  the 
area  and  its  affects  on  the 
town  itself— a  step  according 
to  Connelly  that  could  set¬ 
back  the  progress  of  the  plan 
two  or  possibly  three  years. 

“If  the  bypass  project  is 
approved,  the  town’s  next 
step  would  be  to  take  bids  for 
construction  drawings,” 
Connelly  commented. 

Keefe’s  opinion  of  the 
meeting  with  Representative 
Connelly  and  his  tour  of  the 
present  traffic  problem  of 
the  town  will  foresee  the 
town’s  future  as  construction 
of  a  12.5  million  dollar 
bypass,  or  to  the  dismay  of 
Connelly,  state  or  federal 
officials  could  suspend 
progress  of  the  plan  with  a 
warranted  environmental 
study. 

Draghetti 

Attends 

Conference 

Louis  D.  Draghetti,  in¬ 
spector  of  Weights  and 
Measures,  recently  attended 
the  63rd  national  conference 
on  weights  and  measures  in 
Washington,  D.C. 

The  6-day  meeting, 
sponsored  by  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Commerce’s 
National  Bureau  of  Stan¬ 
dards  (NBS)  brought  over 
500  weights  and  measures 
officials  and  representatives 
from  business  and  industry 
to  the  nation’s  capital  to 
discuss  the  problems 
common  to  people  who  must 
ensure  the  use  of  accurate 
measurements  in  the 
marketplace. 

This  year’s  conference, 
according  to  Inspector 
Draghetti,  stressed  the  dual 
issues  of  the  U.S.  conversion 
■  to  the  metric  system  of 
measurement  and  the  effect 
of  new  laws  and  technologies 
on  the  weights  and  measures 
community. 

A  major  topic  of  discussion 
was  the  1978  revisions  to  the

Romeo  Borgatti 
Named  Police  Chief 


Town  Manager  Peter 
Caputo  has  announced  that, 
effective  immediately, 
Romeo  Borgatti  has  been 
appointed  Chief  of  Police  in 
Agawam.  Borgatti  has  been 
“acting”  Chief  since  July  1, 
1975. 

In  making  the  ap¬ 
pointment,  Caputo  stated 
that  Borgatti  “has  been 
doing  a  good  job  for  the  Town 
of  Agawam  for  thirty  one 
years.  He  further  noted,  that 
while  Borgatti  has  been 
under  a  tremendous  amount 
of  pressure  in  his  role  as 
acting  chief,  he  has  done 
“very  well”,  commenting 
that  the  town  is  now  in  “an 


era  of  organization”,  Caputo 
expressed  confidence  that 
Borgatti  will  act  to  organize 
and  streamline  the  depart¬ 
ment’s  operation. 

Borgatti,  who  has  been  on 
the  force  since  1947,  said  that 
he  was  “pleased  that  a 
decision  has  finally  been 
made  ...  by  the  Manager.” 
He  noted  that  he  “found  it 
difficult  as  acting  chief  and 
had  to  overcome  many 
obstacles”  in  trying  to  run 
the  department  efficiently. 

“My  first  concern  is  for  the 
safety  of  the  people  of  the 
community,”  Borgatti 
commented.  To  this  end, 
Borgatti  said  that  he  is 


working  to  “continually 
upgrade  the  department  .  .  . 
with  some  new  and  in¬ 
novative  programs.” 
Borgatti  has  promoted  two 
new  sergeants,  Richard 
Light  and  Robert  Rossi,  to 
strengthen  his  supervisory 
area. 


Noting  that  his  goal  is  to 
“have  a  good  strong  police 
force.  Borgatti  cited  the 
creation  of  new  divisions  like 
the  detective  bureau,  the 
traffic  bureau,  and  the 
juvenile  division  as 
“gigantic  steps  in  upgrading 
the  department."

Some  questions  have  been  raised  tnis  past  vveeK  aooui 
the  rubbish  collection  rules  and  regulations.  Irate  citizens 
have  been  complaining  about  some  trash  not  being  picked 
up.  The  following  paragraph  is  directly  from  the  contract 
between  the  rubbish  collector  and  the  Town: 

(e)  The  term  'Rubbish"  as  herein  defined  shall  mean 
solid  wastes  generated  from  the  operation  of  a  household 
including  lawn  clippings  and  trimmings,  leaves,  hedge 
trimmings  and  brush,  but  specifically  excluding  garbage, 
rubber  tires,  tubes,  stumps,  trees,  (limbs  and  branches), 
automobile  bodies  and  motors  or  parts  thereof,  metal 
pipes,  demolition  waste,  and  bulky  wastes  including  but 
not  limited  to  bedsprings,  refrigerators,  stoves,  water 
heaters,  boilers,  oil  tanks,  and  metal  drums.  Bulky  wastes 
shall  be  further  defined  as  any  item  with  a  dimension 
exceeding  three  (3)  feet  or  weighing  over  50  pounds.  That 
explains  what  rubbish  is. 

REGULATIONS  FOR 
COLLECTING  OF 
REFUSE 

1.  The  CONTRACTOR  shall  handle  material  to  be 
collected  provided  it  is  placed  in  a  metal  or  heavy  plastic 
container  having  two  handles  located  on  each  side  of  the 
container,  or  suitable  plastic  bag  with  said  container 
having  a  maximum  capacity  of  thirty  (30)  gallons. 

2.  Under  no  circumstances  will  rubbish  be  picked  up  if 
a  55  gallon  oil  drum  or  other  non-standard  containers  are 
used. 

3.  Papers  shall  be  firmly  secured  in  bundles  and  placed 
in  a  container. 

4.  Leaves  and  grass  clippings  in  plastic  bags  will  be 
picked  up.  Also  small  bundles  of  brush  tied  in  4  foot 
lengths. 

5.  All  rubbish  containers  to  be  collected  shall  be  placed 
at  tree  belt  before  7:00  A  M.  the  day  the  rubbish  is 
scheduled  for  collection. 

6.  Under  no  circumstances  will  rubbish  be  collected  if 
the  rubbish  barrel  contains  any  type  of  GARBAGE. 

The  above  regulations  were  printed  on  the  back  of  the 
first  1978  water  bill.  The  regulations  are  pretty  clear  cut 
and  should  clear  up  any  question  you  may  have. 

I  spoke  with  Peter  Capute  the  Town  Manager  about  the 
rash  of  complaints  and  was  given  the  above  information. 
Caputo  also  commended  the  trash  collectors  for  the  fine 
job  they  were  doing  overall.

To  the  Eidtor: 

I  would  like  to  respond  to 
Art  Leary's  letter  of  July  18 
which  criticized  the  newly- 
instituted  Glasser  method  in 
Agawam’s  schools. 

As  a  teacher  in  Agawam,  I 
have  completed  a  15  week 
training  session  in  Glasser 
this  past  school  year.  First  of 
all,  I  would  like  to  point  that 
Mr.  Leary’s  conclusions 
about  Glasser,  based  on  a 
mere  two  week  “in¬ 
vestigation”  (from  the  time 
of  Edna  Condino’s  article  of 
July  3rd  until  his  letter  in  the 
July  18th  issue)  are  un¬ 
founded. 

Mr.  Leary  states  that  the 
Glasser  method  is  “just  one 
more  program  of  per¬ 
missiveness.”  That  is  simply 
not  true.  The  Glasser  method 
brought  into  the  Agawam 
Schools  is  a  method  by  which 
administrators,  teachers 
and  students  participate  in 
rule  making  and  con¬ 
sequences  if  these  rules  are 
broken.  If  a  student  chooses 
to  break  a  rule,  there  is  a 
step-by-step  process  of 
dealing  with  this.  Continual 
breaking  of  the  same  rule 
takes  him  through  each  step 
until  finally  the  last  step,  a 
step  very  rarely  needed,  is 
used.  This  is  the  so-called 
tolerance  day  and  it  is 
anything  but  a  reward,  as 
Mr.  Leary  puts  it. 

Mr.  Leary  also  speaks  of 
the  communication  circle  as 
a  “sadly  effective  way  to 
destroy  the  authority  image 
a  teacher  must  have  to  be 
effective.”  I  suppose  he 
prefers  neat  rows  of  children 
blankly  staring  into  the  stern 
face  of  a  teacher  standing  in 
the  front  of  a  room  with  a 
stick  in  his  or  her  hand 
waiting  to  pounce  on  the  first 
robot  (I  mean  child)  who 
moves.  Is  this  his  idea  of  an 
effective  teacher? 

Along  these  same  lines 
goes  Mr.  Leary’s  idea  of 
“reducing  staff  and 
eliminating  programs  and 
services  not  essential  to  good 
education.”  It  appears  that 
Mr.  Leary  has  set  the 
standards  for  “good 
education."  Does  this  mean 
back  to  the  days  of  plunking 
35  -  40  children  in  a 

classroom  -  a  classroom 
which  will  inevitably  consist 
of  gifted,  slow  learners, 
handicapped,  and  the  so- 
called  “average”  -  only  to 
teach  to  the  average  and 
ignore  all  others  simply 
because  there  is  no  time  or 
program  to  enhance  their 
growth? 

Mr.  Leary’s  letter  sounds 
to  me  like  another  case  of  a

Sweeney  Fares  Well  At  Szot  Tryout 


Among  a  crowd  of  155 
hopefuls,  Agawam’s  Brian 
Sweeney  and  Cathedral’s 
Tim  Kingston  drew  the 
scout’s  attention  at  this 
year’s  annual  Major  League 
Scouting  Bureau  tryout,  held 
on  July  7  at  Chicopee’s  Szot 
Park. 

The  righthanded  Sweeney, 
nicknamed  the  "Rooster”, 
compiled  a  3-1  record  with 
Agawam  High  this  past 
season  as  a  sophomore,  but 
seems  to  be  struggling 
through  his  season  with 
Agawam’s  Post  185 
American  Legion  team, 
where  he’s  presently  at  9-3 
and  having  trouble  finding 
the  plate. 

Kingston,  on  the  other 
hand,  proved  to  be  one  of  the 
more  impressive  catchers  at 
the  camp,  showing  his  skills 
behind  the  plate  as  well  as  at 
the  plate.  The  Cathedral 
sophomore  impressed  the 
scouts  with  his  lightning- 
quick  reflexes  along  with  his 
hot  bat. 

Kingston  played  JV  ball  at 
Cathedral,  and  is  presently 
playing  14-16  baseball  for 
Bay  State  Spray  in  the  John 
L.  Sullivan  League. 

Sweeney  practically  could 
have  held  a  “how  to”  clinic 
on  the  mound,  with  his  ex¬ 
ploits  going  well  beyond 
impressive.  He  proved  his 
curveball,  being  proclaimed 


by  Dan  .Maruszczak  Jr. 
as  one  of  the  better  of  the 
group  by  many  top  scouts. 
Along  with  the  praise  of  his 
curveball  came  ex¬ 
clamations  of  control  praise, 
as  most  scouts  turned  their 
attention  toward  Sweeney  as 
he  started  to  throw.  He  also 
exhibited  excellent  control 
over  hiding  the  ball  until  the 
exact  moment  of  delivery.
